Parkman Exhibition Will Re- 
main Open Until Decem- 
ber 22nd. 



A collection of Indian articles be- 
longing to Francis Parkinan was add- 
ed to tha already complete Parkman 
Exhibit in the Uedpath' Library. 
Parkinan obtained these when he made 
his famous western nip. before writ- 
ing "The Oregon Trail". Perhaps 
they form the most, human part of tbo 
Exhibit . One very curious relic, is a 
large Indian drinking ladle In perfect 
condition, carved from a horn. There 
Is a.!so I'arkman's deerskin coa t, pow- 
dei rhoni and shot-bag. His huutlng- 
knife with tho leather sheath of his 
own make, Inn spurs, and a lioaullfully 
ornuine.iilcii pouch complete this col- 
lection . 

Ii is espnr.fa.jly inter-scling to ex- 
amino these articles if you know Iho 
history behind the-m. Parkman b»- 
lioved In real history., and always 
Visited tlio districts iv hern the scenes 
wore ciiiicied, which ho afterwards 
portrayed so wull in his histories, ne- 
l'ore lin wroto "The Oregon Trull" ho 
was not 111 good health, hut noverthe- 
|es» hp Iraviilud oil fool over the 
plains of Ihe wcsl, and through the 
fcrosle. lie hunicil the Mul'falo pii 
horsehack, and lived with Iho wander • 
ing Indians, hoca lisn ho wished to get 
soino idea of (hoir life, and realize 
the iKirrlalilps uf lha .le.j,uits who 
laiiglil among Iho Indians. 

Soma uf iho relics v.cre given la 
Parkman by Indians, and urn of valuo 
on iiccoiinl ,.f ihiii ago and rarity; 
biii their real -value is due In their 
rich iiBiloclnlioii with the grealesi of 
1 'anada's hlsioii.iim 

Those ornaments were iooiicd lu iho 
library by Mr. Teniplcman Cooligo, 
son-iii, law of Parkman. They were 
>.fiil lu ihe library scuic lime ugo. bin 
owing lo delays in iho mall, only 
rua died here ycaierdaj .

Manufacfi're of Serum Dc»- 
cribexl to Pharmacisl* 

At the last mooting of t lie Phama- 
ceulical Society Dr. F. Çj Uort, 
of the Parke, Bnvls and Co.. 
gave n very Interesting lecture 
on Racterlnl Vaccines, on which snb- 
Ject he has hud a very wide cxperl- 
ene, Tho speal<or ibcgan by explain- 
ing that Investigation bus shown tho 
presence of Ri-rm tells, many of them 
potentially harmful, in every human 
being or nnliiml. Tho healthy sys- 
tem combat n Ihese R-nrms ami checks 
llielr IhcreiiHei nn lor liibtnnce, tho 
luborclo biiolllufl Is always- present 
In the limite, but can take bold only 
when the degree, of resistance in low- 
ered IhroiiKh a weakened institu- 
tion. 

Tlio doctor told bow », low natural 
Immunity might be strengthened by 
the adding of vncclnes and lie wont 
on to describe the Icchriltltio of In- 
noeulatlon» under different circum- 
stances. He followed this, by des- 
cribing how tho vorlouit serums aro 
manufactured from blood cult urea. 
He showed how undesirable bacteria 
hi Hie blood might bo eliminated, by. 
the Introduction of serums which 
would counteract the bacteria. 

Ho enumerated the different kinds 
and classes of serums and proceeded 
to enumerate the different, reactions 
of a patient to o. serum drawing at- 
tention to dangerous signs. 

ATter a. vote of thanks had been 
moved several questions wire asked. 
Doctor Hfrt emphasized the differ- 
ence between vaccines and serumw. .

RADIOSTS HEARD 
INTERESTING TALK 

Two Amateur Stations to be 
Visited by Club 

"Low Power Transmitters." was the 
topic of Mr. A. Runclman's talk to 
the member's of the McGUl Raklio 
Club at their last meeting. Sir. Run- 
clman Is the lladio Engineer of thfc 
Shawinigan Power and Water Com- 
pany, lie outlined five transmit- 
ting circuits which arc in common 
day use: namely the Mclssnor, Feed- 
back, Reverse Feedback, Hartley and 
Colpitis circuits. 

Tho Mclssner circuit couples the 
grid and plate to the antenna, and 
is considered lo be the most stablo 
circuit.. The. Reversed Feedback, em- 
ployes an induced grid coupling'. It 

a circuit whicl» is very popular with 
the transmitting amateur. In the 
Feedback crcuit the plate is connect- 
ed lo tho tickler coil, the rest of the 
circuit being tho same. In the Hart- 
ley arrangement the grid and plate 
aro directly coupled to the antenna 
tuning inductance, and ia suitably ar- 
rangement for all powers. The 
Colpltts circuit is almost identical 
with the Hartley, but a condenser is 
Inserted between tho bottom end of 
the tuning inductance and thu ground 
connection to the. filament heatlug 
plant. 

Br. King invited discussion on the 
subject of short wave transmission, 
upon wheh ho Is now working. A 
vote of thanks was then tendered to 
Sir. nuueiman. after which tho moot- 
ing was adjourned. The next excur- 
sion of the Club will be to two ama- 
totli' stations, tho owners of which 
tiro connected with the association.' 



Women Should Conduct and 
Control Own Athletics 

"The Origin and Purpose of the 
Olympic Games" was the subject ot 
an extremely Interesting adress, given 
by Mr. J. II. Crocker, Managlng- 
Diroctor ot V. M. C. A., athletic 
activities In Canada, and member of 
tho Canadian Olympic Committee, to 
the members of tho M. H. P. B., yes- 
terday morning In the Old Law Build- 
ing. 

Mr. Crocker explained how the 
Olympic Games worn first held In 
1800 In tho ancient sUdium at Athens. 
Tho Olympic Committee at that time, 
decided thai the games would bo held 
In .different countries. 

In 1900, Paris was chosen, and In 
1901. St. Louis. IJ. S. A., held the 
Oiympio's in conjunction with its Ex- 
position. 

About, this tlmo the Gr»ek Govorn- 
ment. offered to rehirild the stadium 
expressly for the Olympic Games and 
tho Prince of Greece promised to en- 
dow them. It was then decided that 
tho Olympic Games would be held 
'rvery two years. However, owing to 
political disturbances In Greece, the 
Prince was unahle to fulfil his promise 
and the games were held In different 
countries up until the outbreak of the 
great war. 

At the cessation ot the war. In 1920 
the games were resumed and In 1924, 
they are to bo held in Paris. 

Interest in women's athletics is be- 
coming keener as the time for Olym- 
pic Trials for women's events draws j 
near. Exhibition games of basketball 
between France, England.. C.'"S. A., 
and Canada, are also, expected to be 
of prime interest. 

Mr. Crocker, at this point, laid stress 
upon the importance of having women 
conduct and control women's athletics. 
This Is becoming more necessary as 
women arc coming to the fore ia ath- 
letics. -

llccent additions to (he 1'olnr Kx- 
ploratlon Exhibit which lias been on 
view in the reading room gallery of 
the Rcdpalh Library for the last week, 
have caused the University Librarian, 
Dr. Gerhard «H. Lomer, to put for- 
ward the date of the elosinp. of the 
exhibit till today. The exhibit will 
be replaced by the collection of Medi- 
aeval illuminations which \v«vo on 
view before the visit of Dr. Xiihsen. 

The additions are two in num- 
ber, one of which iB a manu- 
script written by Peary. while 
the other Is a typewritten article of 
Prtdtjof NanH«n>, corrected n.\vl 
eipned himself. The tatter manuscript 
is an essay on "Future North l'oio 
Explorations". 

The second edition is described as 
follows: 

"Robert K. Peary. Manuscript, of 
his short, story entitled, "Yankee 
Doodle, Miss Columbia: and Ahngma- 
loktok," with original letter to the 
publishor regarding it . 

"16 pages, quarto, in the author's 
handwriting, incomplete." 

Th-e letter which accompanied the 
manuscript sheds light on the writer's 
feelings about his story. Ho tells the 
publisher that he real ires the Inferior 
quality of the work, and that he finds 
himself for more at ease writing up 
his own investigations of his Polar 
Expedition. He concludes by saying 
(hat he would much rather go en a 
hundred-mile tramp than attempt an- 
other short story.

Co-operation Gain 

LARGE~AUD1ENCE 

New Economic Situation 
, Makes Man's Relation- 
ships Universal 

Tho students residing In the M'eidey 
an Teologleal College were privileged 
to listen to imi address by Pro- 
fessor Sent l Nearlng. Professor ot 
economics In llnml School or Social 
Science, formerly of University of 
Toledo, Toledo., Ohio. The profes- 
sor spoke under the auspices of tho 
college devotional •department, 

Prof. Nearlng in Ills clear, concise 
style, stated that In the lust fifty 
years a new economic world had been 
created. Tho old world, whs composed 
of tho local communities and each 
was complete In Itflolf. Now the whole 
world in a great community and no 
one upiction is complete without the 
rest. Kor example, in thu last century 
Britain hap 'established markets In 
every part, of the world. Bnch part of 
the world in closely bound by eo- 
operatlon with the rest, of (ho world. 
Britain Is dependent on the outside 
world for tho very necessities of Ufei 
She is In dally communication with 
all parts of the world. Sconce and 
music ■ are International In their 
scope, unci sport is tending to Imi- 
como more and more so. This now 
world has beoiu created by facilita- 
ted means of communiuat.lon--the 
telegraph, steamship, electricity, and 
steam railways and wireless, 

The new economic, world is con- 
cerned with the planet as a whole. Tho 
old dealt with distinctly divided ::ones. 

This change In thu economic world 
must produco a now group morality. 
At one time the tribo morality was 
sufficient In itself. Put it in time 
gavo way lo that of tho nation and 
this must now glvo ,way to that of 
the tho world ag a whole. 

There are 1800 ' millions of people 
living in this world and the under- 
lying motive of their Uvea iu to live, 
and to live bettor. 

In theory the basis of our present 
economic system is. built upon tho 
maxim "competition is the Life of 
Trade." Under this system tho in- 
centive to labour la tho accumula- 
tion of possessions. .Also we are led 
to believe that economic possessions 
îlve pleaBuro and -becauso . of this 

■.ppineia comes through accumula- 
tion. . 

With, a system of this kind tho 
weaker is. crushed and very often 
ho victor also falls in the disaster. 
The great business .interests realized 
this danger, and in self- preservation 
began a co-operative movement 
which resulted in the largo com- 
bines and trusts of this continont. 
So we see that co-operation is prac- 
tically tho basis of modern industry. 
A higher ideal "Live and help Dive" 
Is growing up. Only as you lift tho 
other fellow do you vise yourself. 
In tho society where slavery was 
practised the master became a slave 
to tho system in being continually 
forced to assert himself. Thorcau 
says, "tho only place for a free man 
in slave society Is in prison," where 
ho would be under no responsibility 
to the systom. 

Service and not gain may be made 
the dominating force in society. 
Primitive peoples and the homo have 
no place for,, a profiteering system. 
Service has been a more potent force 
In hlsLory than profit motives. Thus 
we see croativo force and service 
opposed to and roptaclng gain. The 
utllltarion theory says that accumu- 
lation of economic goods bring joy 
but all great leaders of thought or 
.vorld movements toad no economic 
possessions; Soemtes, fiudha, Christ 
had not. possessions outside their love, 
great Ideals and service. Because of 
tho present system Burope has hoen 
steeped In ». stato of chaos. 
• in the ensl "being'' and In the west 
•'doing" are I lie true standards of 
progress. In. view of those condi- 
tions wo see that It remains for 
some group to uriso uml ornate a 
nia.net-wtdo codo of morals. The 
world must, he unllod by bonds of 
lovo and servle.e. This Is a task 
for tho moralist, and phnphut. uad is 
outside tho snhoro of tho economist. 
I'p to the present communism 1ms 
been the only force tending ta a 
stable unlly and this Is physlcul anl 
not spiritual In Its nature. 

In I he discussion wfylch followed 
I'rof. Nearlng expressed tho opinion 
i lia I the church was handicapped In 
that It depended largely on the capi- 
talistic system for its existence. Ho 
said thai Iho church like Christ, must 
I'roe I (soil! from nil Influunco of tho 
moneyed interest, and must view tho 
scone I'l'OIll an impartial standpoint, 
which at present is Impossible.

Chemical Society Hear Ad- 
aress on Doctor of Old- 
/ en Times 



HIS GREATNESS 





Paracelsus Was First lo Con- 
nect Chemistry With 
Medicine 

The heart is the centre of heat ot 
the body and the luntrs fan the heart, 
was one of the peculiar beliets of me- 
dieval Unie» thot came to light last 
night at a meetitir- of the Chemical 
Society when Professor Evans ad- 
*Sr*ssed the meeting on "Paracelsus," 
the famous Swiss doctor. 

Professor Evans showed how the 
doctor was related to the late Rmpbivr 
o; Germany, coming from th.- ssiup 
house. Paracelsus wss horn in Swit- 
zerland in the year following Colum- 
bus' discover? of America . lie. wo» 
was n doctor: in his younger years 
e travolltsl extensively, visiting prac- 
tically all parts o". Europe and it wat 
during these travels that he achieved 
world-w i'\o reputation or -i doctor-. 
Servinc in the British Army as n sur- 
peon, and other armies. He also 
wrote a hook on "PI sea pes of Miners" 
Finally ai the ape of thirty-one he 
settled in Stra-ssburg and started 
•practicmg Later he was called to 
Ba?.cl ss Temi Doctor; he also lee- 
tured in Hi* University there. 

Beseems that Paracelsus wherever | 
he settled for any length of time I 
stirred up Trouble. Professor Evans j 
compared him to ihe trisli, who. j 
Wherever they are. like to bo In the I 
thick of things. His whole life was 
a fight against the other doctors and 
the hilt-r part of his life, the Catholic 
Chuch was opposed to hinii. He cured 
not less Chan seven princes it is said, 
as well as other notables. So remark- 
able were hi:- cures that many of his 
patient* accused him of using black 
magic. He was the first doctor to 
use Inudenum. Paracelsus wrote 
many works of medicine, hi* most, 
r.oted and well-knowm was. his-"Greater 
Snrg"rv." which he ha/l great difficulty 
in publishing owing to strong rivals. 
He died at tli<- age ,,f 45 from thic 
affects of chemicals with which he

The students of McGill University 
through their roproncnttillveu gave nn 
unquestionable vote endorsing llm 
League of Nations at a mooting iul- 
Iressed by Mr, John Uleler In the U. 
V. C, at 5 p.m., yesterday. 

The sentiment of Ihe nsnenwly wan 
evidenced long before Hie chairman. 
Mr. II. O'llngau. put the i|UcaUcu: 
"Thnt tho student of thin university 
go on record as being hi favor of Hie 
principles of the League of Nut buis." 

Meeting under the Jclnt auspices of 
the Literary Society, the .Canadian 
Club, und the Delta Sigma Society, 
the Undergraduates; of McGill wore 
given a clear and concise rcvuo of the 
League, lis constitution, its opération, 
and its alms, by a graduate of McOIH, 
Mr. John Uleler, who In attached lo 
the Secretariat of the League, an tin- 
slstant to Sir Herbert. Amen ft Ihe 
Financial Section. 

"McGill should support the League 
for three reasons," said the speaker, 
"first. Political, second, Economic, 
third. Humanitarian." Under the first 
head one should recall that it. was upon 
the insistance of Canada that the 
Dominions were granted membership 
in the League and given the iitatuo 
lof a nation. This insistance, said the 
! speaker can with Justice be construed 
as a measure of Canada's interest in 
the League. 

Under the economic aspect tho 
aftermath of the war has shown us 
culte conclusively the interdependence 
of nations. Hungary to-day, due. to 
exchange conditions, Is underbidding 
Canada in the wheat market of con- 
tinantal Europe and until pre-war 
conditions are reestablished Canada 
cannot hope to compete on an even 
basils. 

"Dr. Nansen, in his recent address 
to you has dwelled sufficiently at 
length upon the humanitarian aspect, 
of the League, that I need not en- 
large upon it." said Mr. Dicier. 

The constitution of the League is 
founded on the covenant which though 
It forms part of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles is quite independent of it, con- 
tinued the speaker. The membership 
Is composed of fifty-four states, forty- 
two of which joined shortly after the 
League's forma.tion. IrelaJid was ad- 
mitted at the last session and while 
there are three important countries 
still nominally outside of the League, 
they participate Id the discussion of 
economic, questions which the League 
deals with. 

The League, said the speaker, com- 
poses four distinct bodies: tho Secre- 
tariat, the Court of International Juti- 
tice, the Assembly and the Council. 
The Secretariat is the international 
civil service and is most cosmopolitan 
in its personal while transacting busi- 
ness in the two official languages of 
the League: French and English. 
The World Court, as It Is known In 
America, has been functioning for two 
years and has already disposed of leu 
cases of Importance, one of which was 
si, very do'leate question of natitmarlLy 
arising between Britain and franco. 
Most of Its decisions concern the inter- 
pretation of treaties. 

"While each country is permitted an 
official delegation of three It lia H only 
one vote," Mr. Hieler. "and whereas 
ihe various comnilUoo's formerly sat 
behind closed doors, we are Indebted 
lo Lord Robert Cecil who is respon- 
sible for the present publicity given 
such sit l ings." 

The Permanent Council is formed of 
tbp five more important Inter- Allied 
countries, mid six smaller iiiillunn in- 
cluding Belgium, Spa'n. Sweden. Uru- 
guay, Brazil, Czecho-Slovakla who bin 
recently replaced China on Ihe Council. 
Tills body Is empowered lo deal wit li 
any mailer affecting Ilic League and 
the peace of Ihe world. An example 
of ils activities Is the mailer of Ihe 
Geman Colonies placed under ihe 
aegis of the League. 

"'Ihe League, of N'allons is not a 



aupei-Blale," imld the speaker. "Its 
purpoeu Is uni tu impose Ho will but 
tn counsel." This If may achieve 
through diplomacy, arbitration, Judi- 
cial settlement, mid through iho Coun- 
cil of Iho League.

The life of the Leguo depends upon 
the Interest of the public: tho people 
of the world must be taught to havo 
resort in reason Instead of violence. 

Upon the meeting being thrown open 
to discussion, the debate was precipi- 
tated by Grant Glassco, who branded 
.lie League as a Utopian droam im- 
practlcal of realization because Ihe 
League consisted in Hie main ,.f poli- 
tical units swayed by the particular 
conditions existing in. their respective 
electorates, and governed by the tear 
of finding disfavor with I heir people 
did Ihey giant certain concessions 
which they though justified. A seri- 
ous drawback, said Glassco, is the 
absence of three of the greatest, world 
powers resulting in the League's in- 
ability to enforce its decisions. He 
further instanced that outstanding 
members of the League havo not 
submitted their own disputes to that 
body thus engendering lack of faith. 

Batshaw and Foraey who in the re- 
cent inter-varsity debate had assailed 
the position of the League, took this 
occasion to 3tate their true convictions 
on the matter, ably reflecting their 
former arguments. Patsliaw in an 
eloquent, speech, in which he violently 
disagreed with Mv. Glassco, "The Lea- 
gue represents to Canadians a charter, 
of liberties," he said,, going on to show 
how Canada was thereby being eman- 
cipated from Imperial vetoes and the 
hampering of the letter of its own 
constitution. "It Is the first institu- 
lon that offers a concrete realiza- 
tion of the ideal of brotherhood," Bat- 
shaw said referlng to the League. 

An opponent of the League argue,] 
that, by trying to regulate war instead 
of prophlbitlng It, Ihe Leaguo was 
giving war a legal as well as a moral 
right to exist. This statement was 
challenged by Stan, riicd, who directed 
Hi,' previous speaker to consult the 
Covenant of I lie League wherein its 
opposition lo war was clearly staled. 
Tin' League, said Reld, is mit, lo gov- 
ern bin to Induce co-operation; II is 
j Idealism Hint makes progress possible, 
and undergraduates of McGill mus* 
get away from considering Ihe League 
from a monetary or selfish viewpoint,. 

Porsoy likewise, recanted his previ- 
ous statements made .under unusuu, 
circumstances and pleaded for ondors- 
iltlnii ,il Hie Loagiio'fl Idealism since 
by universal support a'ouo can il be 
realized.

Passing through tho 
Hall of Invertebrates, thenco by the 
j lower vertebrates, he will reach the 
Groat Hall, or' Hall of Reptiles, the 
Centre of which will bo occupied by 
an Imposing group of dinosaur skele- 
tons. Tho sixty-seven foot Brontlo- 
stuirus will be tho central figure in 
the sroup, and around him various 

ot his losser brethein.

From tho Groat Hall one will pass 
Into the Hall of Mammals, for which 
again wc have some very tine mui- 
tcriaL The Cardcza Collection of 
great game heads, recently received 
from Europe and collected Ln four 
continents, will adorn tho walls. 
Count Cardcza. a Hungarian nobleman, 
who made this collection, thought it 
might not be. safe in Europe, owing 
to the unrest thero at present, so he 
packed it up and sent it across the 
sea tu Ya'b, where it was unpacked 
and displayed amid 3 wondering and 
admiring throng.

The Opposition 

At an enthusiastic meeting of the 
Conrniur. orta.1 Party held last even- 
ing, the platform adopted for the 
previous session was unqualifiedly 
endorsed.
